Monday upheld the 
validity of the 
law’ requiemg trading stamp 
com­ 
panies to pay a license fee of $1,- 
000 in each 
county 
in whreh they 
do business, asT'passed by the last 
legislature, and dissolved a restrain­ 
ing order against 
the 
prosecutors, 
which had the 
effect of preventing 
the enforcement of the law’. 


With thrs restraining order gone 
the law is now’ 
in effect 
and 
the 
trading stamp people a>re compelled 
to pay the license. 
For this reason 
the Mauzy Company was instructed 
to sell no more 
stamps 
to 
mer­ 
chants, but to continue to give out 
the stamp«, on hand and to redeem 
those already iwsued. 


Local people 
interested 
in 
the 
stamp b u s in e s s have no word as to 
the future attitude 
of the 
stamp 
companies 
tou’ards 
the law. 
The

which drew a registration of
